The challenge is daunting: there are over 
22,000 human drug products and 40,000 
medical devices on the Canadian market 
today. As technology and scientific expertise 
advance at an unprecedented rate, the num- 
ber of biologics and genetic therapies — such 
as blood products and vaccines — continues 
to grow, with more than 400 now available to 
the public through the health care system. 
The scope of HPFB's mandate is not only to 


_ review this vast range of products for safety, 
| quality and efficacy prior to marketing but to 
_ also monitor their effectiveness for health 


risks, once they are approved and being used 
by Canadians. 


HPFB fulfills this important task through a 
balanced approach that focuses on minimizing 
the health risks to Canadians while maximizing 
the safety provided by the regulatory system.

This approach recognizes that the health of 
Canadians is a shared responsibility — with 
the provinces and territories, with health care 
providers and with Canadians themselves, 
whose individual choices and circumstances 
must be respected. 


Canadians themselves believe that regulation of 
health products and food is a key factor influencing 
their health. And Canadians believe the regulatory 
system is working well: in recent surveys, almost 
70% rated Health Canada's drug approval per- 
formance as good (EKOS, 2001); 85% expressed 
confidence in the system and safeguards around 
prescription drug safety; and 93% were satisfied 
with the safety information provided for prescrip- 
tion and non-prescription drugs (both Decima, 
2003). Eight-one per cent of Canadians are confi- 
dent in the safety of Canada's food supply 

(Pollara, 2003). 


Having said that, as citizens become more active 
in managing their own health, and public expecta- 
tions change about the nature of government and 
how it should operate, the regulatory system is 
also required to change. Health Canada is com- 
mitted to ensuring that patients, consumers, 
health care professionals, health product manufac- 
turers, and ordinary citizens have more access to 
information about, and influence on, the impor- 
tant decisions we make as part of the regulatory 
process. Our objective is an accountable regula- 
tory system — one that provides high quality 
service in a cost-effective way. That means a 
system that provides timely access to safe, effective 
and affordable therapeutic products, and that 
supports an innovative and productive research 
community and product industry.

Health Canada's Response: 


The Therapeutics Access Strategy 


ealth Canada's Therapeutics Access 

Strategy (TAS) is a key component of 
the Government of Canada's commitment to 
address the complex changes facing the 
health care system. It builds on and supports 
many of the activities already underway to 
strengthen Canada's regulatory system for 
therapeutic products. 


While the initial focus of TAS is on human drugs, 
the strategy may be expanded in the future to 
include food and other therapeutic products such 
as veterinary drugs. 


Further, the TAS initiative includes but takes a 
broader approach to access than simply timely 
drug approvals. Health Canada's objective 
through TAS is to work with our partners and 
stakeholders to improve the health of Canadians 
through access to human drugs and other thera- 
peutic products that are of high quality, therapeu- 
tically effective, appropriately used and available in 
a timely and cost effective manner. 


Within this mandate, HPF and its 
Health Canada partners are working to:

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The Results To Date: 


Although TAS is still in its early days, significant progress has been made in making business improvements 


that will result in a more timely review process, while laying the groundwork for broader initiatives that 
will help to ensure better access for Canadians to drug therapies and the long term sustainability of 


Canada's health care system. Funding for the TAS initiative was identified through Budget 2003 ($190 mil- 


lion over five years for pharmaceuticals management).While responsibility for TAS falls across several 
Health Canada branches, the following report focusses on HPFB initiatives. 


Improving the accessibility and 
transparency of the regulatory process: 


Objective: To ensure 
that Health Canada 
fulfills its commitment to 
being a transparent 
regulatory authority by 
developing mechanisms 
that provide stakeholders 
and Canadians with 
improved opportunities 
to know about and be 
engaged in the regulatory 
process and to have 
better information 
about the risks and 
benefits of therapeutic 
products. 


Improving the regulatory process through 
stakeholder engagement: 


In June, 2003, the Public Policy Forum (PPF) 
convened a two-day deliberative session that 
brought 50 stakeholders, including representatives 
from consumer, patient and industry groups, 
together to discuss and ultimately present their 
views on regulatory system improvement to the 
Minister and Deputy Minister of Health. 

The session was unique in its approach to multi- 
stakeholder engagement on these issues, and has 
provided a sound basis for continued transparency 
and dialogue as fundamental elements in the way 
HPFB fulfills its mandate.A second PPF deliberation 
was recently held with stakeholders in early 
November, 2003. 


Ensuring public, patient and consumer 
involvement: 


In the last year, through the Office for 
Consumer and Public Involvement, HPFB 
interacted with almost 100 consumer and 
public groups on a variety of issues. These 
organizations included a range of sectors - 
disease and patient groups, general consumer 
groups, seniors, women, and organizations 
with other public health interests. Public 
involvement activities included those specifi- 
cally related to issues such as legislative 
renewal and patient involvement strategies. 


Involving expert communities: 


HPFB's Advisory Committee on Management 
is a forum for obtaining external expert 
advice on management issues. [he members 
of the Committee are drawn from people 
nominated from industry, the health profes- 
sions, and academia. The Committee was con- 
sulted in October, 2003 and gave advice on 
the effectiveness of the approach to regulatory 
change articulated in the Therapeutic Access 
Strategy, and on best ways to engage stake- 
holders in the process. 


Defining openness and transparency 
principles: 


Created in November, 2002, HPFB's Public 
Advisory Committee (PAC) provides advice 
on branch issues and initiatives from the per- 
spective of citizens and consumers. The com- 
mittee is a key component of the Branch's 
commitment to increase public involvement in 


the development of policies and programs 
designed to promote their health and safety. 

In October, 2003, PAC members provided the 
Branch with advice on how to define and incor- 
porate principles of openness and transparency 
in the regulatory process. 


Product Monograph Pilot: 


HPFB is conducting an internal pilot project to 
make product monographs, which provide com- 
prehensive, accurate, Canadian-based information 
about health products, more accessible to the 
public and to health care professionals. Product 
monographs are currently posted on a Drug 
Product Database (DPD) for use by Health 
Canada staff. Public use will be considered once 
this pilot project is completed.

On-site evaluation of manufacturing facilities 
is a critical component of the biologics sub- 
missions review process. Canada is a leader in 
this field, and, as part of its quality systems 
approach to product reviews, BGTD has now 
completed a training program and Standard 
Operating Procedures (SOPs) for on-site 
evaluation, which will be shared with 

other urisdictions. 


Working with the Standards Council of 
Canada, an action plan has been developed to 
initiate accreditation of BGTD's laboratory 
facilities, and a lab has been selected as the 
first pilot site to be audited against accredita- 
tion requirements. 


Laboratory Information Management 
System (LIMS): 


Health Canada _ has initiated the roll-out of its 
electronic LIMS initiative, which will support 
BGTD's lab accreditation project. This information 
management system, which is being implemented 
across departmental laboratory facilities, will 
improve and enhance laboratory testing capabilities, 
including those for both biologics and controlled 
substances reviews. LIMS should be fully 
operational by 2005-06. 


Focussing on safety after products 


reach the market: 


Objective: to ensure continued confidence by Canadians in the safety of the drugs available for sale in 
Canada through increased vigilance around safety issues in real world use. 


New Regional Adverse 
Reaction Centres: 


Comprehensive information about adverse 
reactions to marketed health products is 
essential to our ability to assess the risks and 
benefits of these products to Canadians. 
There are currently five Regional Adverse 
Reaction Centres. They receive adverse 
reaction reports directly from health care 
professionals and consumers, serving as the 
frontline of the Canadian Adverse Reaction 
Monitoring Program. 


The Marketed Health Products Directorate 
(MHPD) in HPFB is currently completing a plan 
to have two new Centres up and running in 
Manitoba and Alberta by the summer of 2004. 


Creating a "single window portal" for 
product safety information: 


Consumers and health care professionals have 
said they want a single, convenient and accessible 
mechanism for reporting and receiving informa- 
tion about the safety of marketed health products. 
MHPD is working to establish a single portal that 
will meet this need. Work has begun, and the portal 
should be operational in 2004-05. Stakeholder 
groups will be asked to collaborate on this initiative. 


Post-Market Inspections Program: 


A new post-market inspections program is 
now being developed to help boost the 
Branch's capacity to ensure that manufacturers 
have put into place written procedures for 
the receipt, analysis and submission of drug 
safety information to Health Canada for 
marketed products. 


Surveying Canadians on how we communi- 
cate product safety: 


MHPD recently commissioned Decima Research 
to conduct a national survey of Canadians, includ- 
ing health care professionals, seeking information 
on their perceptions about drug safety, and their 
views on what kinds of information the public 
and those working in the health care system want 
about therapeutic products, like prescription and 
non-prescription drugs, in order to make 
informed decisions about their use. 

The results are currently being analyzed, and will 
be used to inform HPFB's work to improve 
product safety information and make it more 
accessible to Canadians. 


Expanding our collaboration with 
international regulatory authorities: 


Objective: to strengthen Canada's regulatory system, particularly its science capacity, by benefiting from 


the resources and knowledge of other jurisdictions, and ensuring that our regulatory practices are 
sound and consistent, wherever possible, with international norms. 


Collaborating with the US Food and 
Drug Administration: 


On November 18, 2003, HPFB signed a 
Memorandum of Understanding with the 
FDA that will allow closer collaboration and 
information-sharing on commonly shared 
public health issues and on ways of improving 
access to safe and affordable medicines in 
both countries.An action plan based on the 
MOU will be announced shortly. 


Leading the way on SARS: 


In August, 2003, HPFB hosted an international 
technical workshop on regulatory issues associated 
with the development and approval of vaccines and 
immunotherapy products for Severe Acute 
Respiratory Syndrome (SARS). The workshop 
was instrumental in identifying critical issues and 
in establishing a scientific basis for regulatory 
decisions concerning clinical testing and licensing. 
This event was a world first, and its success has 
led to international recognition of Canada as a 
leader in this field. Canada will co-chair the 
November, 2003, WHO regulatory session. 


Partnering with Australia's Therapeutic 
Goods Agency (TGA) and the National 
Institute for Biological Standards and 
Control (NIBSC): 


BGTD is currently finalizing an agreement on 
a collaborative pilot project for joint submis- 
sion review with Australia's regulatory 
authority, the TGA. Review sharing and other 
forms of collaboration may hold promise for 
expediting the Canadian approval process 
and for identifying regulatory best practices. 
BGTD is also strengthening existing coopera- 
tion with the UK's NIBSC to improve infor- 
mation-sharing on research and testing 
methodologies. 


Sharing project management practices 
with the FDA: 


HPFB has forged strong ties with the US FDA 
Centres for Drug Evaluation and Research 
and Biologics Evaluation and Research, in 
order to share information in areas like safety 
and project management of new drug 
submissions. The Medical Devices Bureau of 
the Therapeutic Products Directorate is also 
linking with the FDA's Centre for Devices 
and Radiological Health to identify best 
practices and areas for collaborative 
information exchange. Cooperation to date 
has included job shadowing exercises, staff 
interchanges and FDA participation in three 
TPD workshops. 


Harmonizing technical guidelines 
through ICH: 


The International Conference on Harmonisation 
of Technical Requirements for Registration of 
Pharmaceuticals for Human Use (ICH) is an 
international project that brings together interna- 
tional regulatory authorities and industry experts 
to cooperatively address the technical and scien- 
tific aspects of product registration. Health 
Canada has been active in the development and 
implementation of ICH standards since the 
organization was created in 1990, and participated 
in the development of the Common Technical 
Document (CTD), which allows drug sponsors to 
use the same format for filing submissions for 
review in the US, Canada, Japan and Europe. Staff 
from the Marketed Health Products Directorate 
attended the recent ICH meeting in Osaka to 
contribute to the development of harmonized 
post-market surveillance guidelines. Once 
established, these guidelines will be implemented 
in Canada.
